MR. EDWARD 8S. BARON’S REVIEW 


The Thirty-eighth Annual General Meeting of Carreras Limited 
was held on 19 December at Arcadia Works, London. Mr. Edward S. 
Baron, the Chairman and Managing Director, presided. 

The Chairman said: The year just concluded has, in spite of its 
tremendous difficulties, resulted in a fresh achievement and we again 
register a new record in net profit, the amount carried to the Appro- 
priation Account being £2,131,608 as compared with £2,113,272 for 
the previous year. I would draw your attention to the fact that this 
figure is reached after providing for ail charges, including all War 
Risks Insurances, Advertising, Depreciation of buildings, plant and 
machinery, A.R.P. expenditure, superannuation contributions and 
directors’ fees. 

With regard to the Appropriation Account, the item “ Provision 
for Taxation ’’ has, I am sure, forced itself upon your notice. It is a 
truly formidable sum, but the increase of roughly £500,000 is entirely 
due to the new method of presentation, whereby the amounts for 
dividends distributed and proposed are shown after deduction of 
Income Tax and the relative sums included in the taxation figure. 

Fortunately, we are well equipped with reserves, wisely created in 
more expansive days, and after providing for the preference shares 
dividends and allocating a further £10,000 to our Female Staff 
Pensions Fund, we find ourselves abie to propose a slightly larger 
final dividend, so that the total for the year will be 27} per cent., at 
the same time increasing the “ carry forward ’’ by some £35,000. 

You may wish me to say something concerning what has come to 
be known as the shortage of cigarettes and tobacco. My first com- 
ment is that I feel it is due to the Tobacco Controller to say that he, 
with his associates and advisory committees, have dealt with the 
many difficult problems of raw leaf, materials, manufacture and 
distribution in a manner which on the whole has commended itself 
to all fair-minded people. I think that the Tobacco Controller, the 
manufacturers, the distributors and others concerned have displayed 
considerable vision in the pooling of resources, and by collaboration 
in other ways in the national interest, while at the same time main- 
taining their individuality. 

With regard to our export trade I have little to report. Restric- 
tions are in operation, but we have made certain arrangements with 
our subsidiary and associated companies in the Dominions which to 
some extent offset their effect. The recent outbreak of hostilities 
in the Ear East makes the position, of course, still more obscure.

SATISFACTORY RESULTS 


The twelfth annual general meeting of the Imperial Smelting 
Corporation, Ltd., was held on 18 December at 95, Gresham Street, 
London, E.C.2. 

The following statement by the Chairman (Mr. J. R. Govett) was 
circulated to the shareholders with the report and accounts :— 

In view of the fact that I am not able to give you the usual 
detailed account of the corporation’s activities, and for the conveni- 
ence of shareholders who are unable to attend the meeting, it has been 
decided to circulate this statement with the report and accounts 
in place of the speech which, under normal conditions, I would have 
made at the annual meeting. 

The annual meeting will therefore be of a formal nature only and 
confined to the passing of the report and accounts, and re-election 
of directors and auditors, but any shareholders who wish to be 
present will be welcome. 

The corporation and its subsidiary and associated companies 
have been actively engaged during the period under review. 

The profits available for distribution have been reduced not only 
by the charge for taxation (which includes Excess Profits Tax) 
shown in the accounts, but also by war damage contributions and 
premiums and debenture redemption, all of which is inadmissible 
in computing the group’s liability for Excess Profits Tax and income 
tax. The charge for income tax would have been greater but for 
tax recovered and tax reserves built up in past years. 


DivipEND 4 PER CENT. 


The dividend on the Ordinary shares recommended by the directors 
is 4 per cent., as against 34} per cent. in the previous year, when, 
however, the accumulated arrears of Preference dividend were 
also paid off. After payment of this dividend there will be left a 
balance of £53,871 to be carried forward, as against £50,919, the 
amount brought forward from the previous year. 

I would like to express our appreciation of the work of our joint 
managing directors, and for the way in which they have carried the 
many increased responsibilities that have arisen. To Mr. Stanley 
Robson, to Mr. Donald Orr, and to Mr. F. A. Crew, and to all their 
staff, I must extend our thanks for the work that has been done, 
often under the most difficult conditions. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

Notice To IMPORTERS 


British firms importing goods from the United States of 
America are hereby informed that in future no approach should 
be made by them or their agents to the British Purchasing 
Commission, or other British Missions, in the United States for 
the purpose of expediting the obtaining of goods either by the 
issue of a U.S. Export Licence or the grant of a U.S. priority. 

Any communications on these matters should be addressed 
in the first instance to the appropriate Government Department 
in the United Kingdom. Thus, where the goods are needed in 
fulfilment of a Government contract, the approach should be 
made to the Department placing the contract. In other cases, 
communication should be made to the Department to which an 
application for an import licence for the goods in question has 
first to be addressed. Where the facts are in doubt, application 
should be made to the Import Licensing Department, 1-6 Tavi- 
stock Square, London, W.C.1.

Pianos, including pianolas. 
Parts of the above, wholly or mainly of metal. 
Piano actions. 
(vi) Addressing machines. 
(vii) Bookbinders’ machinery, the following :— 
Binding, blocking, embossing, stitching, ruling, 
cutting, creasing, bevelling, gumming and glueing 
machinery. 

(viii) Printers’ machinery, the following :— 
Type-setting, type-casting, stereotyping and electro- 
typing machinery. 
Photo-engraving machinery.

(ix) Sewing machines and sewing machine heads, of the 
kind used for operating on or making up textile 
materials.

(c) licences will not be issued for items (vi) to (ix) inclusive 
unless the I.S.D. reference number is quoted.) 

Borax and boric acid, the exportation of which, without 
licence, was prohibited to all destinations may, in future, be 
exported without licence to destinations within the British 
Empire. 

Wool noils and pyroxylin, the exportation of which was 
previously prohibited to certain destinations only will, in future, 
require licences for all destinations.

MANUFACTURE : 


Under the Export of Goods (Control) (No. 45) Order, 1941

stockings and socks of cotton, artificial silk or cotton and 
artificial silk, and certain additional ramie amd rubber manu- 
factures. The Order also relaxes the control in respect of 
machine tools. 

Licences will, in future, be required to export the following 
classes of goods to all destinations and applications for licences 
will not, normally, be entertained :— 


Manufactures wholly or mainly of balata, gutta-percha and 
rubber, whether raw, compounded, scrap, waste, 
reclaimed, unvulcanised, hard vulcanised or soft 
vulcanised.

Stockings and socks, wholly or mainly of cotton, artificial 
silk, or cotton and artificial silk. 

Machine tools, the exportation of which, without licence, was 
prohibited to all destinations, may, in future, be exported 
without licence to destinations within the British Empire. 


WOOL CONTROL 


The Wool Control give notice that the arrangement announced 
in the Explanatory Memorandum cf 23 October 1939, under 
which wools and tops have been sold to wool merchants, top- 
makers, etc., against then existing contracts, at the prices at 
which stocks had been taken over, will cease to operate on 
30 April 1942.

COUPONS FOR IRON AND STEEL WORKERS 


An award of supplementary clothing coupons to certain iron 
and steel workers was announced by the Board of Trade on 
19 November. These coupons will be issued to employers for 
distribution to their workers, and individual workers must not 
apply for them except through their employers. 

Employers in the iron and steel trade should get into touch 
with the nearest local office of the Ministry of Labour or National 
Service on 1 January or as soon afterwards as possible (in any 
case not later than 14 January), where full particulars on the 
method of distributing the supplementary coupons to the 
workers eligible for them will be available. 


RATIONED GOODS FOR ALLIED PRISONERS, 
INTERNEES AND REFUGEES ABROAD 


The supply of rationed goods to Allied Governments, Red 
Cross Societies and charitable organisations for the benefit of 
Allied prisoners of war, internees and refugees in other countries, 
is the subject of special arrangements between the Allied Govern- 
ments, the Foreign Office and the Board of Trade. 

Traders’ attention is drawn to the fact that coupons will be 
issued for supplies of this character only where the orders have 
been approved by the Board of Trade and that in these cases 
coupons will be issued to the officials or organisations by whom 
approved orders are to be placed, and not direct to the traders. 

The usual procedure for the issue of quota-free coupons for 
export is not applicable to these transactions. 


LOST CLOTHING COUPONS 


Applications for the replacement of lost Clothing (margarine) 
Coupons which formed part of the Third Edition Food Ration 
Book, or which had been taken out of such a Book, will not be 
considered if received by the Board of Trade after 31 December 
1941. 

The Clothing Cards normally obtainable at Post Offices in 
exchange for the Third Edition Food Books will, however, be 
issued to persons who have lost these Food Books if a properly 
completed declaration form is sent to the Board of Trade. The 
forms which applicants must complete are obtainable from Post 
Offices, Citizens’ Advice Bureaux and W.V.S. Centres. 


TOY AND OTHER PRICES CONTROLLED 


The Prices of Goods (Price Regulated Goods) Order, 1941 
(S. R. & O. 1941 No. 2024, price 1d.), which came into force on 
17 December, adds to the list of price regulated goods under the 
Prices of Goods Act, 1939, a number of articles including the

UNITED ARTISTS’ EXHIBITION, 1942 


The Royal Academy, in coilaboration with twenty-six other 
Art Societies, has organised for January-March 1942 a second 
United Artists’ Exhibition on the same lines as the first, which 
was held in January-March 1940. It consists of paintings, 
drawings, engravings, lithographs and sculpture, all of which 
will be for sale at prices fixed by the artists contributing the 
works. Thesurplus of the gate money, after payment of expenses, 
will be given to the Royal Academy to H.R.H. The Duke of 
Gloucester’s Red Cross and St. John Fund ; and the artists have 
agreed to resign one half of the proceeds of sales of works, to be 
divided equally between the Red Cross and St. John Fund and 
the Artists’ General Benevolent Institution. 

All members of the twenty-seven Societies collaborating in 
the scheme have been invited to exhibit, and also a number of 
other artists not belonging to any society. The exhibition thus 
provides a very interesting review of the different styles and 
tendencies of contemporary British Art, and it is hoped that the 
intention of the contributing artists, and the efforts of the 
Executive Committee elected by the Societies, will be rewarded 
by an appreciative and generous response from the public.

Orissa, 8 December. There has been no rain. Saradh paddy 
is maturing, and sugarcane, wheat and linseed thriving. 

Punjab, 8 December. The weather has been dry and rain is 
needed. The condition of crops is unchanged. The sugarcane 
and cotton crops have been damaged by sokra in Kasur and 
Tahsil, and some damage has been done to American cotton. 
Locusts have damaged crops in Lyallpur and Multan. 

Centra] Provinces, 6 December. There has been no rain. The

wheat and linseed crops are withering. Cotton picking is in full 
swing. 

Bengal, 10 December. The district has been rainless. The 
condition of crops is favourable. Winter paddy operations 
continue, and the sowing of spring crops is advanced. 

Assam, 15 December. The weather has been seasonable and 
crop prospects are fair. 


WHOLESALE Price INDEX 


Calcutta, 9 December. The wholesale price index for Novem- 
ber issued by the Department of Commercial Intelligence and 
Statistics is 157 as compared with 151 for October.—T'rade 
Commissioner for India in London. 


SOUTH AFRICA 


TRADE CONDITIONS 
The General. Managers of the Standard Bank of South Africa 
supply the following information on trade conditions in the Union 
of South Africa :— 

General business reflects a seasonal increase in activity, and 
the latest reports confirm the earlier forecast that where supplies 
are readily available the volume of Christmas shopping should 
exceed that of last year. Following the introduction of price 
control regulations in October last fixing maximum prices for 
stocks on hand on 15 October at levels ruling on that date, it has 
now been announced that the prices for all commodities in stock 
on 15 October are frozen until 30 April 1942, and it is understood 
that the operation of these price regulations will be reviewed 
in March 1942. Secondary industrial activity is still handi- 
capped by the shortage of labour and various raw materials, but 
Government requirements are being fulfilled and production for 
civilian demand is on the whole fairly well maintained. 

The Transvaal gold output for November (25 working days) 
was 1,191,389 fine ounces, with a value, including the premium, 
on the basis of £8 8s. a fine ounce, of £10,007,668, compared with 
1,187,536 fine ounces, with a value, on the basis of £8 8s. a fine 
ounce, of £9,975,300 for November 1940 (26 working days). The 
average daily output compared with the previous month increased 
1,885 fine ounces to 47,655, and the number of natives employed 
fell 4,341 to 358,156. 

Railway earnings from 9 November to 6 December were 
£3,238,830 compared with £2,978,684 for the corresponding 
period last year. 

Agricultural conditions show little change. Rain has now 
fallen in some parts of the Union but drought is still serious in 
other areas, especially in a number of districts in Cape Province 
and the Orange Free State. The maize market is steady but 
supplies are not readily available as drought conditions have 
induced producers to retain reserve stocks. 

Wool appraisals at Union centres are making steady progress. 
At Port Elizabeth market receipts so far total 185,500 bales, and 
clearances 172,000 bales. Odd lots of the summer mohair clip 
have been sold on Bradford and American accounts. Unsold 
stocks are small. Hides are firm but sheepskins have turned 
slightly easier. Goatskins are meeting with keen competition, 
and quotations for Angoras show a fairly well marked improve- 
ment. Wattle bark is quiet apart from fair demand from India ; 
extract is unchanged. No change has taken place on the ostrich 
feather market. The production of sugar for the present season 
is estimated at 452,000 tons, which is slightly less than the 
October forecast. Apart from problems connected with the 
replacement of stocks, wholesale and retail trade in soft goods is 
satisfactory. 


FOREIGN 
ARGENTINA 
FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—SEPTEMBER 


Imports into Argentina in September last amounted in “ real” 
value to 153,519,000 paper pesos, which compares with 
124,715,000 paper pesos in the preceding month and 111,838,000 
paper pesos in September 1940. In volume, imports in Septem- 
ber totalled 596,000 tons as against 496,000 tons the previous 
month and 542,000 tons in September 1940. 

Exports in September amounted to 123,427,000 paper pesos as 
against 114,538,000 (revised figure) for the previous month and 
61, 273,000 paper pesos in September 1940. The quantities 
exported were 570,000 tons in September, 505,000 tons in 
August and 408,000 tons in September, 1940. 

Total imports in the first nine months of 1941 amounted in 
“real” value to 894,598,000 paper pesos as against 
1,202,811,000 paper pesos in January-September 1940, a 
reduction of 26 per cent. The tonnage imported fell from 
6,300,000 tons to 4,748,000 tons, or by 24 per cent. 
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Trade and Industry—Continued. 


During the same period of this year exports totalled 
1,094,823,000 paper pesos, which compares with a value of 
1,178,302,000 paper pesos exported in the corresponding period 
of 1940, a reduction of 7 per cent. Tonnage exported declined 
by 41 per cent. from 8,089,000 last year to 4,783,000 this year. 

The trade figures for the first nine months of the current year 
show a balance in favour of Argentina amounting to 200,225,000 
paper pesos as against an unfavourable balance of 24,509,000 
paper pesos in the corresponding period of 1940.—Argentine 
Chamber of Commerce in Great Britain, London. 


DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE, JANUARY—AUGUST 

According to figures recently issued by the Argentina Chamber 
of Commerce in Great Britain, the “ tariff value ” of imports in 
the first eight months of 1941 was 504,711,877 paper pesos as 
compared with 774,604,774 paper pesos in the corresponding 
period of 1940, while the “real value” of exports totalled 
969,211,713 paper pesos and 1,117,029,653 paper pesos respec- 
tively. The following table gives particulars of the distribution 
of the foreign trade of the country in the periods mentioned :
